Vt'e hunted up the "pres- 


idente's ' house and he got up a good 
meal for us. 
That night we slept In 


the "presideuciri," or town hall. 


In the morning we arose bright and 


early and went to the prosidcnte's for 
breakfast. 
After that we hunted up 


the teacher's house. 
We found that 


Mr. Getchcll, the Cervautes. teacher, 
had gone, to Candon, but Mr. Shelly, 
His housemate, a discharged hospital 
corps man, and Mr. Smith, the teacher 
of Boutnc, were there and made It very 
pleasant for us. 
We stayed 
there 


about four days, during which time my 
thre companions hiked up to Snyoc to 
see the copper mines. 
I wanted to go 


along, but my horse's back WAS in bad 
shape and I didn't like to walk so I 
remained at Cervautes. 
When the 


fellows camei back Mr. Smith and the 
bunch of us went up to Boutoc. 
We 


started out faiily early and just out 
of Cervautes t ros.fced the Abra river. I 
tell you it was ticklish. 
The current

This was the iirst typical Igorrote \ll 
lage we saw. The houses are very 
picturesque and are all built alike, at 
least all those In Caja.ii were alike. 


Soon after leaving this village vi o 


got to the top of a ridge and found 
ourselves in a pine woods, 
The trail 


going through was most beautiful. On 
all sides the big, 
American-looking 


trees scenting everything with their 
balsam and making the air most ayree- 
j'bly cool. 
I was strongly reminded 


of New Hampshire. 
If Americans and 


American enterpiise could get up there 
what u line place it would be to live 
in. 


SUPERSTITION ABOUT PIPJ3S. 
After crossing this 
belt and going 


down a little way we came to Bagnen 
In Boutoc, another Igorrote village. 
We stopped at the house of the presi- 
clente and ate dinner. 
He Is an Ilo- 


c.ino, native of Bangued in Abra. While 
here, mindful of your hint about tha 
pipe rack I bought me a little Igorrote 
"suaco" (pipe) to send to you. 
It is 


very small, brass bowl, and copper stem 
with a brass chain. 
I tried to buy 


another, but the owner refused to sell, 
saying it was a "tanid" (heir-loom). 
The Igorrote is very superstitious about 
that and things are kept in the family 
for many years. 


After the rain had quit that after- 


noon we pushed on for Segada. 
I had 


a mishap right away as just out o' 
Baguere "Jawbone," my trusty sAc-ed, 
stepped through a bum bridge and for 
a while things looked dubious. How- 
ever, I tame out all right and pushed 
on. 
Pretty soon we wound around a 


projecting spur and came In sight of 
one of the loveliest scenes I ever gazed 
on. 
There before us stretched a long 


valley terraced on all sides with rice 
paddies, and in the middle a big Igor- 
lote village. 
The grain was just corr- 


'ng up and was a most vivid green. Tha 
whole looked for all the world like 
one of those colored stereoscope pic- 
tures. 
Our trail wound along the 


side of the mountain and pretty sion 
we were directly, or almost directly, 
over the village which lay there about 
two hundred feet below us. 
There 


we had a fine bird's eye view of tho 
streetless jumble of houses and aK th.; 
life in the village. 
Just about-then it 


began to rain so we pushed on hurried- 
ly to Segada. 
We found this to 
be 


quite an Important village, boasting 
quite a number of Ilocano inhabitants, 
n church and a convent. 
In Spanish 


times there was a friar there, but lie 
lied in hnstp when the Insurrectos got 
up there. We put up at the presldencla 
and had an excellent supper. It began 
to get cold, so a fire was built for us, 
but it wasn't at all like an American 
fire. 
The stove was a pan and the 


fuel was small pieces of fat pine. Crude 
as it was 
It 
furnished 
a 
grateful 


warmth. 
We went to sleep wrapped 


up In many blankets, but still we were 
cold. 
About 4 o'clock all the nghllnp- 


cocks in the house, and there were 
many of them, began to pound their 
wings furiously and set up a terrific 
ciovving. 
It is my belief that roosters 


never made such a noise in the world 
before. 
Soon nfter we got up and ut- 


ter eating started for Boutoc. 


HORSE TRADE. 


When I went out to look a.t my horse 


I found that his back was very bad and 
that it was out of the question to at- 
tempt to ride him further. 
So Smith, 


Mullen and I walked on about a mile 
to 
Biitalao, 
whore there 
are three 


Spaniards running coffee plantations. 
There I traded old Jawbone for a big 
pinto not yet three years old. 
I put 


Jawbone in at twenty pesos, losing for- 
ty-five, as I had paid sixty-five for him. 
I gave fifty pesos to boot so the pinto 
stood we one hundred and fifteen pe- 
sos, but I knew he was worth it so I 
didn't mind.

Many times in travel in Europe any-

Impossible,

are

strength and firmness, passengers are 
not allowed to chase in and out of their 
car nor lean out of the car windows. 
They are checked promptly or lined If 
found attempting to cross the tracks 
anywhere or at 
any time, or if seen 


jumping on or off moving trains. There 
are no grade crossings and where a 
road crosses the track gates make it 
necessary for people to take notice of 
the trains while opening the gate be- 
fore crossing. 


NO CHECKS. 


Baggage is not checked In this coun- 


try and each traveler must look after 
his own. 
The claim is made that none 


is ever lost.

later.

where except In Paris and In some In- 
stances there, but the French are hust- 
ling and aggressive. 


.ARE MODERN. 


There Is a feeling among the Amer- 


icans that the Europeans arc a hun- 
dred years behind the times in every- 
thing. 
There never was a greater 


mistake. 
All the towns we have been 


in show modern buildings of the finest 
sort. 
They are always of brick, stone 


or marble with tile or slate roofs. 
I 


am not certain that I have seen a shin- 
gle nt any place on the trip. 
We saw 


o. few thatched roofs in nearly every 
country. 
Quaint old Rotterdam has 


many fine modern buildings. 
All the 


buildings will last for hundreds of 
years. 
No finer roads exist anywher,; 


than arc found everywhere over west- 
ern Europe and England. 
The houses, 


fences, farm animals and fields are kept 
In the finest order. 
No ground goes to 


waste and no weeds 
are allowed to 


grow, not even along the roads. 


We saw a marked difference In the 


characteristics and appearance of the 
people the minute we crossed the bor- 
der line between the countries of Hol- 
land, Belgium, Germany and France, 
but no one shirked; they all hustled. 


The canals 
of Holland serve as 


fences between the pastures to 
keep 


stock In. 
The only gates were in the 


middle of the bridge over the canal. 


OLD FASHIONED METHODS. 


The grain was being cut with sickle 


and scythe and the old fashioned cradle 
was being used in Holland and Belgi- 
um and partly in other countries, but 
we saw a drop rake reaper in Belgium 
and a self binder in France. 
It Is a 


common sight to see men, women and 
children In the field, cutting, raking or 
binding grain. 


HORSES COWS AND DOGS. 


Cows, horses and oxen are hitched 


up indiscriminately and double tan- 
dem or single 
according to circum- 


stances. 
I see no reason why a dog 


should not work and in many instances 
Ihey are worked very hard in most of 
Europe. 
Often a man and dog or a 


woman and a dog will attempt a load 
heavy enough for a horse. 


In Paris horses 
were worked like 


demons with heavy loads and always 
under the lash. 
I saw hundreds of 


dogs at work, but I never saw one 
struck by anyone. 
None of us have 


yet seen a Swiss strike his nor?", nor 


a i Englishman abuse his home.
